1. Translations of documents found In the open literature, translated - 
or translation procured - by CIA and distributed to AEG for further dis- 
semination to those requesting then. The procedure that has been in effect 

cine* your letter to Dr. Colby, dated 6 July 1949, has been for our 
librarian to ascertain that the material in the bo<fy of the document does 
in fact appear in open literature (usually done by calling the Congressional 
Library), and If it does then to remove el 1 traces of CIA origin and interest 
ty blocking out any stamps, headings, report symbols, etc., contained in the 
text, labels, etc., so that the resulting document when photostated is not 
traceable to your organisation. This procedure, I understand, etill has your 
hoi r oval. As an extra safeguard we will endeavor in this office to scan the 
body -f each document for any hidden items of strictly intelligence interest 
-h)t ndght escape the 3ibreriane eye and, if published, oompromise some 
c’asr«fied natter or .fiperatlsm. (l cuggest tb*t it would sixplifh this 

op-re ti on of censorship if CIA were to print its translations on e separate 
fhtet, carrying no letter head or evaiveition, with a source and evaluation 
c oversheet attached which could be mnd In this offlos. Unrevealing 
syndic lc to relate the sheets to each other could of course be used.) 

This office will continue to act &s the channel through which CIA 
wueriai reaches our Division of Public and Technical Information Service. 

It is fiy undePs . anding that when this censorship operation ha & b*wn 
ecmpJsteJ, the document may be treated a® entirely unclassified. ' 


2. The second problem concerns our handling of the Consolidated Trans- 
lation Survey, classified SECRET, ¥® get 29 copies, I gather, and this, as 
in The past will be circulated only to laboratories and contractors of the 
Corn! ss ion who have proper facilities fer the safe-keeping of classified 
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documents. Acoess to tbs dooumtrte will be persdtted only to those haritw 
access to SECRET docunants la tbs olasslflsd libraries of those lsboratorlas . 
Iou hern recently reoelved s oo|T of the list of sooh Htrarlee. 

3 . Translations wo receive tram other souroed, end dooomots for Which 
we request a translation, will so directly to FEO, with a carbon oot? to us. 
Other material of ooneern to CIA dll be seat directly to OCD with a carbon 
copy to us. 1 bailees this acsorda with s SMaoraadsa yoo are sending os. 


4. The ■Serial Ust of Pqreifn Docusenta*, classified MOOT will bs 
held In oar librarian's office without further distribution. unless and m%il 
some clear need f oy it deyslopes «t seas lasts!! sties. tfitu* asM dhould 
the iocument will bi handled like the Consolidated Translation 
Survey above t l.e. aade avalleble only through the classified libraries to 
cleared personnel.
